Other Activities of the President. 


The President assisted at two funerals, solemnized three marriages, 
and baptized three children, attended several Church Council and Con- 
gregation meetings, preached or sent supplies to vacant parishes, held 
many conferences with pastors and other individuals, was present at con- 
ventions and conference meetings of the Synod and three Bible schools, 


visited Augustana Lutheran Synod at Omaha, the Danish Lutheran Synod 


meeting at Blair and the German Lutheran Synod of Nebraska, at Lin- 
coln, was at Chicago to participate in the Synodical Presidents’ Con- 
ference and the Ministerial Pensions Campaign “Set-up” Conference, at- 
tended various committee and board meetings, delivered Pension Cam- 


paign addresses and many sermons and other addresses, used up many | 


dollars worth of postage, and traveled hundreds of miles in executing the 
duties of the office. 


Church Property. 
In accordance with the instructions of this Synod, (See Minutes of 


- 1927, pages 14 and 41) the Church property at York, Nebraska was prop- 
erly transferred to the First United Evangelical Lutheran Church. 


The Lutheran Church at Oakland, Nebraska, having disbanded, the - 


property by direction of the Constitution, became the possession of the 
Board of American Missions. By instructions of this board, I sold this 
property for $2,250, which amount was sent to the board after deducting 
the costs of sale and taxes paid. This balance, $2,013.06, at the request 
of the President, has been reserved by the board to be used in the state 
of Nebraska when requestd by the Synodical Mission Committee. 


Recommendations 


1. That we humbly acknowledge the mercies of God that have 
marked the labors of the past year.

6. That all Ghervientions | see that their Church Constitutions are 
in harmony with Synod’s Constitution, and ‘that their Congregations are 
properly incorporated. 

7. That Synod request all of our Churches to take an offering for 


the National. Lutheran Council, ‘80 that the quota for our Synod may be 


raised. 

8. That the following resolution, which we submit upon the action 
of the Executive Committee, be considered immediately after the Pres'- 
dent’s report: 

“Resolved, that Synod allow to our delegates to the convention of 
the United Lutheran Church their exact hotel and boarding expenses, 
not to exceed four dollars per day. This includes days required for direct 
travel to and from the convention, also the actual days spent in attend- 
ance at the convention. The chairman of the delegation shall keep a 
record of the attendance of each delegate, and each delegate shall report 
his expenses to the chairman of the delegation for approval.” 

9. That further instructions be given to the President, in reference 
to the action of Synod (See 1927 Minutes, page 37, resolution in refer- 
ence to Rev. A. A. Marohn). Two letters were } written to this brother 
and he has not replied.

10. That the expenses to and from the meetings of Synod of our 


retired pastors residing within the bounds of the Synod, and who so

11. That pastors announce to their Congregations the time for the 
sessions of Synod at least one month before the time of meeting, and 
that the Congregation be requested not to arrange any meetings or func- 
tions that will interfere with phe pastor’s attendance at all of the ses- 
sions of Synod.

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REPORT OF STATISTICAL SECRETARY 


Accurate statistics are of utmost importance to the progress of 1 
Church. A broad grasp of facts is essential in the Church as well as 
in civil and industrial life. Church statistics show the progress of tho — 
Gospel in the numbers brought under the influence of the cross as well 
as the’ means used for the extension of God’s kingdom. 


The work of the year has been done as required by Synod. Report a 
blanks were sent out and gathered in. All data have been careful tabu- 
lated and summerized and is now posted for your observation. 


Out of blanks sent out forty-five were returned and only 21 of 
these were in the hands of the Statistical Secretary when his report 
should have been closed. Only one vacant congregation sent in a report. 
Twenty-seven reports were correct, eighteen needed to be corrected. 
The common mistake among all was in adding the totals. Eight pastors 
included cents. This indicates they did not read pnirertions carefully 
before making out their reports. 


The reports show an increase of 818 baptized, 496 confirmed and 78 
communing members. In view of the fact that a goal for an increase of 
ten per cent was set for communing members, we are sorry to report 


-there has been less than one per cent increase. Fourteen Churches re- 


ported a loss, eleven stood still, ten reported an increase of less than five 
per cent, one less than ten per cent and fifteen went over the top by 
reporting more than a ten per cent increase. Only thirty-six members 
have been added to our Church School enrollment. There is an increase 


_of six week-day schools, 44 teachers and 375 scholars. Church property 


increased in value $21,278 with a decrease in indebtedness of $28,665. 
There is a decrease of $19,692 in total expenditures. 

Are we growing? A few facts comparing the congregations with 
ten years ago will be of interest to all.

Dr. Kahse has 
been an untiring and efficient pastor, and the parish has made splendid 
progress. The success of the pastor is evidenced by the gains in acces- 
sions, attendance and finances. The Church at Potter is also served 
by Dr. Kahse as Supply Pastor. 

All of these three Congregations raised much more than the quota 


that was assigned for ministerial pensions. 


OMAHA, (BENSON), FIRST—Organized 1907. Rev. G. B. Weaver, 
pastor. This Congregation became Self-Supporting January 1, 1928. The 
Twentieth Anniversary was fittingly observed in June, 1927, when $1,000 
was raised, which paid off all debts, save $1,200 mortgage that is owed 
to the Board of American Missions. The Congregational work has been 
making a commendable growth in membership and finances. The Church 
School has exceeded all former records. This Congregation has passed 
through some dark days and severe ecclesiastical storms, but we trust 
that in the future the Church may continue to bask in the sunshine of 
God’s favor. To pastor and people, we say “Congratulations” and may 
God bless you and may you be a great blessing to many others. 


SOUTH SIOUX CITY, FIRST—Rev. George E. Mortensen, the pas- 
tor, has continued to do a good work in this Mission. He also supplies 
the Churches at Homer and Hubbard. Trinity Congregation reached both 
goals set by Synod at the last convention. There were thirty (30) adult 
accessions with a net gain of fifteen (15) members. The present com- 
muning membership is one hundred ten (110), and that of the con- 
firmed is one hundred twenty-six (126). The Synodical Apportionment 


for Benevolence has been paid in full and $191 was paid on un-appor- 


tioned Benevolence. Seventeen hundred dollars ($1 700) is on hand, bear- 
ing interest, to be paid on the debt.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MIDLANWY COLLEGE 


The report for Midland College this year is very similar to that of 
last year. There were some changes in the faculty, as is likely to be 
true in an institution requiring as many teachers as Midland does. Every 
effort is made to have the best instructors possible. There has been peace 

and harmony in the faculty. 
7 The enrollment has been a little below that of last year. That seems 
to be the condition in all the colleges of this state. Owing to business 


conditions some parents deemed some commercial iter of more impor- — 


tance than a college education for their children. 

For a mere detailed statement concerning the faculty and attend- 
ance, get a catalogue of the College and read it earefully. The new cata- 
logue is just out and each one of you should have a copy and often refer 
to it. 
| No doubt you are all interested very much in the financial co:/ition 
of the College. No improvement has been made in the last year. Efforts 
have been made to make the income equal to the expenses, but so far 
success has not been achieved. A year ago the Lutheran Brotherhood 
_of Nebraska took action to try to raise $10,000.00 for Midland College 


and thus help to overcome any deficit for the year. But very little has . 


been accomplished. Many of those who made pledges for Midland Col- 
lege in the financial campaigns of a few years ago have been negligent 
in the payment of the same. When they are urged to pay their pledges, 
they try to get out of paying them. They acknowledge the pledge but 
try to leave the impression that they are not to be held responsible for 
its payment.’ This is a very sad commentary that so many people make 
a pledge in good faith and then try to evade payment of the same.

The Board of Trustees appointed a business committee to consider 
the budget of 1927 and 1928 with the President, Dr. Martin, and make 
an effort to reduce the budget if possible. That was done but the com- 
ne mittee could not make any further reduction as the trimming had been 
al done when the budget was made. 


The Board of Trustees also made an effort to get some financial aid 
from the Board of American Missions, but to no avail.

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TABITHA HOME 
Annual Report of 1927 


1927 was a year of special divine grace and blessing for Tabitha. 
We did more work than ever before and the support by the chureh was 
also more generous than in former years. 


The Orphanage, Nazareth, gave shelter and care to 81 children, 42 
boys and 39 girls; admitted 17; dismissed 13; sixty-eight in Nazareth 
December 31, 1927; at the present time sixty-seven. A great privilege 
has been experienced in the orphanage during the past 21 years—it has 


no death record though it has had a generous share of sickness among 


the children. Several of the children had to be transferred to the hos- 
pital during the year for special work and treatment. 


Tabitha, the Main Building, housing the aged and helpless, sheltered 
a large family of 69 men and women. In the Home December 31, 1927— 
33 men, 26 women; five passed away; two were dismissed and two had 
to be transferred to the state hospital. Some of the most helpless ones 
who had been sufferers forsev eral years died during the past four 
months. At the present time we have 68 in the home. A separate fire- 
proof building for the helpless and a ~~ for our family of 150 souls 
are among our pressing needs. 


Receipts and Disbursements. 


Both are greater than in any previous report. Expenses for equip- 
ment, improvements and repairs amount to $14,897.49. For general 
maintenance support, $33,693.14. Installment of city water, city gas, 
city sewerage and a modern cooling system are the main items of this 
account. 


The Nebraska Synod contributed 481, 415.74, about $1,000.00 worth of 
shoes, new clothing and linen, and several hundred dollars worth of fruit 
and groceries. 


This generous support is greatly appreciated. Tabitha Home in 
return is giving shelter and care to seven aged and twenty-four children, 
a total of 31 from the Nebraska Synod. 


With hearty thanks to the Pastors and Congregations for their most 
generous support in the past years, also soliciting the co-operation of 
the Synod in the future.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
MINISTERIAL PENSIONS AND RELIEF. 


It is with a feeling of profound gratitude to God that your com- 
mittee is able to bring a most encouraging report. A year ago we came 


with plans and preparations for the inauguration of the Campaign of 
Ministerial Pensions and Relief. Not only has substantial progress been 


made, but we are happy to inform you that the Campaign found a mag- 
nificent response throughout the entire Nebraska Synod. There never 
was so great a challenge presented in which a more united action was 
evidenced than in this Campaign. 

The Church had set its $4,000,000.00 goal in order to meet the urgent 
need to give more adequate support to those servants of the Church, who, 
because of infirmity and age, had become dependent to the Church for 
needed support. 

The plan that each Synod assume its quota was adopted. The 
amount asked from our Synod was $49,410.00. The proposal that each 
congregation be assigned its quota received general approval. Accord- 
ing to the latest report from 48 congregations the total of $54,756.70 has ~ 
been secured in pledges.

There is a lack of reports; 38% of the communing membership of 


the Synod is not reported. 


22 Congregations report increasing attendance, last year 25 so re- 
ported. 15 report stationary, last year 12. Last year 1 reported de- 
creasing attendance, this year none. 

The average attendance at the morning service, 106; last year, 119; 
it seems some one should have reported a decrease in attendance. Eve- 
ning service has an attendance of 51; last year it was 84. May be the

The male membership averages 40.23%. Last year it was 44%. 


The young people drift as usual. 29 Chur.hes report they have the 
problem. All the pastors, save one have a 1emedy, and none of them 
seem to be making any success with their remedy. One of the most 
curious things we ever saw anywhere is this: One pastor reports 120 
of the members of his Congregation attending cther Sunday Schools, and 
yet reports he has no difficulty in keeping his y: ung folks from drifting. 
The Synod ought to memorialize Elisha that he pray the Lord to open 
the servant’s eyes that he may see. | 

We thank the Lord we are able at last to rep. >t some very encour- 
aging things as to the family altar. Potter with 28 present at morning 
worship has 40% of its families with such an altar. Gurley with 90 pres- 
ent has 18% of its families following the practice. SiiIney has 15% 
of its families; Rising City has 20%; Stella and Tekamah carry the ban- 
ner with 50% of their families with the altar. We concratuiate these 
congregations and their pastors. 

One pastor reports he is not in a position to know how man_ prac- 

tice this piety, and another asks, “How do I know?” If they we «in a 
‘ merchandising establishment he would know. A goodly number .. not 
know and do not report even that. 


any thelt wank, and one 
of them uses it but seldom. : 

Seven do not use the common service, last year there were eight. 
One expects to begin its use soon. One thinks it is too much form; one 
does not see any reason to change from what they have; one does not 
like it, and one does not want it. From the reports there is a lack of 
understanding as to the question asked, whether the question refers to 
the old hymnal or the new. Next Year’s blank will leave no doubt as 
to this. Your committee cannot straighten this matter out. 


Most of the pastors report communion four times a year, quarterly; 
three report but three seasons, and one twice. Fifteen report special 
preparatory service, twenty-one report none; three have them some times. 


The festival days of the church are largely celebrated, and Lent is 
stressed by all. 


Catechetieal instructions practiced in all congregations, and all 
sorts of methods are used in the reception of members from other 
churches, the most of them make an effort at catchization of adults be- 
fore admittance. 


Lutheran Literature is in use in all but three Sunday Schools, the 
same as last year’s report. Some Schools will just not move up. 
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All the pastors are active in the Sunday Schools, teaching, engineer- 


ing or both, but one is Superintendent, one is doing the work of the 


Superintendent but has not the name of it. One pastor has his Cate- 
chism class during the School hour, which is a good practice if it does 


- not interfere with the School organization too much. 


There is a wide diversity of the percentages of the Sunday School 
scholars which stay for the Church services. Stamford and Potter report 
100%; Verdon reports 98%; one reports but 15%; one reports a com- 


bined service. We would like to know how it works. Its success or _ 
failure depends on the local spirit of the Church, most likely. sei, 


Seven report all councilmen in the Sunday School. Enough council-— 
men are in 2 schools to be all of them, but we cannot tell for sure. 
Nine report no councilmen at all. One interesting thing is that the 
Churches which grade high in some things are short in others, here in 


this for instance. : 


On the average, a trifle less than three have been received into the 


Churches from the Sunday School by baptism. From the answers it is 


doubtful if some of the pastors know what is wanted by the question. 


An average of 7 2/3 were received from the confirmation from the 
Sunday Schools. Nine Churches report none received. ; 


Five reports show no scholars which are not children in our Church 
homes. The high percentage goes to Wilber, 70%. The Church of the 


Redeemer has 62%, South Sioux City and St. Mark’s Omaha report 50%, 


Davenport 52%, Benson 45%, and Emerson 40%, of their school from 
families outside of the Church. 


Twenty-eight are reported in Christian service from the Churches. 
One Church reports 6, and the committee remembers when they reported 
17 at one time., and we doubt the value of the above figures. There are 
no purely social organizations in the Synod, there are 10 brotherhoods 


_ with 267 members. Those who have brotherhoods think they are a suc- 


cessful organization, and some who have none think they are not suc- 
cessful, and one thinks they are a “successful dispersion.” 


As to finances, 17 report every member canvases, others report vari- 
ous methods and combinations of methods, and some are too indefinite to 
qualify as methods. Get some business sense into the Church manage- 


. ment, brethren. For instance, one reports “Budget System” to raise 


money for the church, that is a method of expenditure, but there are 
several that report such. 28 Churches use the Duplex envelopes or their 
equivalent; 32 are on the budget system; 32 encourage tithing and there 
are 105 tithers. At Wilber all members contribute to the benevolence 
budget, Rising City has 98% of members contributing to the local ex- 
penses and 99% to the benevolences. York, Rising City, Hardy and 
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Davenport have more contributers to the benevolence than to the local 
expenses. Twelve Churches send quarterly statements to the members 
concerning their financial standing with the Church; one sends quar- 
terly statements sometimes, and one sends a quarterly statement once in 
a while. The average salary is $1,580, which in some instances includes 
rent money paid to the pastor for his rent, which makes the figures of 
doubtful value, but the committee cannot rearrange things. Eight 
Churches pay for some or all of the pastor’s supplies, two telephones are 


furnished, and one Church furnishes its pastor an “Old Lizzie.” None | 


report upkeep on the part of the pastor’s own car, and most of them have 
one, apparently. A pastor ought to report his car expenses for the 
parish as part of his tithe. All salaries are paid promptly save one; 
that place use to do so. The men are very silent as to the reason why the 
benevolence quota is not raised, but only two make any reference to it. 
One says the Church is not sold on the idea, and the other man says 
there are too many 5-cent subscriptions among the members. 


For property improvements see the President’s report. 


One Church has a budget for the Sunday School and to make a 
budget returning to the school just what the school turns in to the Church 
treasury. The records are in all sorts of condition. One pastor has a 
private record only and that in poor shape. There is but little provision 
made for the safe-keeping of the records, though a good number are in 
bank vaults, especially valuable papers. And for the most part they are 
in fair to good condition. Here again the reporters did not the in- 
structions nor the question, for a good number did not get the drift of 
the question. Many had the record book in mind rather than the safe- 
keeping of the records, and so the answers are of little value to this 


report. The Church property is insured for approximately 75% of the 


value, one church is insured for 100%, and the prepyation s are in good 
general condition over the state. — 


There is no neighhb::rhood Home Mission work vajieated, and Tabitha 
Home is the only beneficiary of the inner mission operatio:.s, though one 
Chureh reports help for the Lutheran Hospice, Omaha.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF YOUNG PEOPLE'S SOCIETIES 


The spirit of interest and co-operation manifest by the young peo- 
among our pastors. 


lieve that little of that Godless, law defying spirit that is so bewailed by 
some public speakers and writers is found among the young people of 
our Churches. When you stop and consider that less than half of our 

population are affiliated with the Protestant, Jewish or Catholic Church, 
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the Godless spirit. Not saying of course that it is entirely from those 
whose names are carried by the Church as members. 


Definite reports and statistics for this report are confined almost 
entirely of necessity to our young people who are organized in Luther 
Leagues throughout the Churches. Our state Luther League is still 
headed by Herbert Fischer to whose dependability and faithful efforts 
much credit for the advancement of the work is due. 


Six new leagues, totaling approximately 128 members have been 
added to the league organizations during the past year. Including three 
Intermediate Leagues and one Junior League, there are 29 leagues asso- 
_ ciated in the State League. Their membership exceeds one thousand 

young people. Such projects as the Andra Christian College Adminis- 
tration Building and the Luther League Hall for South America are over- 
subscribed by the young people of our state. 


There is no organization of the local congregation that is found to 
be more loyal to Church and pastor than that of the young people. And 
yet we note that of the Churches of the Nebraska Synod less than half 
the number have Luther Leagues. Maybe they have other organizations 
such as Christian Endeavors or Epworth Leagues, but why not have 
Luther Leagues, affiliated with the State League, which is part of the 
official organization recognized by the United Lutheran Church. The 
Luther League is “Of the Church—by the Church—for the Church.” 


July 6 to 10, 1929, the Eighteenth Biennial Convention of the Luther. 


League of America will meet in Omaha. Nothing that has come to 
Nebraska for years has greater possibilities of blessings to our Churches 
of Nebraska than this convention has. 


We have noted with regret how few of gur pastors avail themselves 


of the hospitality of our Luther League Hospice upon coming to Omaha; 
and how few co-operate by sending their young people who are coming 


to the city to this place where they will find a Christian home and 


wholesome environment. Twenty young people have made this place 
their home during the past year and 45 transients have been entertained. 
But with the co-operation of our pastors this Christian service can be 
greatly increased. |
